LAWS OF NEVADA. 
@aseed at the Fitteenth Session 


ing Mareh 19, 4891. 

The Gazette continues to-day the 
publication of the laws enacted py the 
last Legislature. 

CHAP. LIV. 

An Act to create’ judicial districts 
in the State of Nevada, divides the 
State into four judicial districts. The 
counties of Storey, Ormsby, Douglas, 
Esmeralda and Lyon constitute the 
First; Washoe, Churchill and Ham- 
boldt the Second; Nye, Lander and 
Eureka the Third, and Elko, White 
Pine and Lincoln the Fourth: Term 
of office of the Judges, four years ; sal- 
aries, $4,000 per year after 1594, ap- 
portioned among the different counties. 

CHAP. LY. 


An Act relative to the proving of 
Indian War claims, authorizes the 
State Board of Examiners tou examine 
into all of this character created be- 
tween January 1, 1850 and March 18, 
1891. Asgsoonasall claims are pre- 
sented, they shall be forwarded to the 
Secretary of the Treasury at Wash- 
ington, and payment of the same 
urged. 

, CHAP. LYI. 


An Act makin appropriations for 
the support of the, civil government 
of the State of Nevada for the fiscal 
vears 1891 and 1892. 

Appropriates the sum of $424,560 
for the two years named,or at the 
annual rate of $212,280. This is ex- 
clusive of the Legislatiye and other 


CHAP. LVU. 


An Act to provide for compiling and 
revising the revenue laws of the State. 
Secrion 1. The Committee on 
Ways and Means of the Senate and 
Assembly, acting as a joint commit- 


rected to have the revenue laws of the 
State of Nevada compiled and revised, 
and to employ a competent person to 
perform the service, at a cost not to 
exceed three hundred and forty dollars, 


CHAP. LVII. 


An Act to amend an Act entitled an 
Act to provide for the formation of 
corporations for certain purposes, ap- 
proved March 10, 1865. 

The amendment provides as fol- 
lows : 

Section ten. The stockholders of 
any corporation formed under this 
Act, may in the by-laws of the com- 
pany prescribe the times, manners 
and amounts in which the payment 
of the sums subscribed by them re- 
spectively shail be made; but in case 
the same shall not be so prescribed, 
the Trustees shall have power to de- 
mand and call in from the stock hold- 
ers the sums. bv them subscribed, at 
such times and in such manner, pay- 
ments or installments, as they may 
deem proper. The Trustees shall also 
have power, at such times and in such 
amount, as they ‘may from time to 
time deem the interests of the corpor- 
ation to require, to levy and collect as- 
sessments upon the capital steck of 
tbe corporation, as herein provided. 


CHAP, LIX. 


An Actin relation to the agricult- 
ural, mining and mechanical college 
of this State. 

Sec. 2. The Board-of Regents of 
said State University and Agricultural, 
Mining and Mechanical College are 
the proper Trustees of same to re- 
ceive and disburse all appropriations 
made to this State under the provis- 
ions of an Act to apply a portion of 
the proceeds of the public lands to the 
more complete endowment and sup- 
port of the colleges for the benefit of 
agriculture and mechanic arts, estab- 
lished under the provisions of an Act 
of Congress, approved July second, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, ap- 
proved August thirty, eighteen han- 
dred and ninety, and all appropria- 
tions hereafter to be made under said 
Act. 

Sec. 3. Said Board of Regents shall 
make a report at the end of each fiscal 
year, in connection wih its annnal re- 
port to the Governor, of other State 
matters, including § the 
amounts received and disbursed ander 
thie provisions of this Act. The Gov- 
ernor shall transmit all said annual 
reports to the Legislature.

“While thanking you. for your 
courfesy, I cannot attend the meeting 
because | have no sympathy with its 
professed purpose. I .bad sup 

that my  ppeenon, upon the tariff 
question had been so frequently ex- 
pressed in public that nobody could 
expect me consistently to attend a 
meeting intended to promulgate the 
doctrine of free trade. [ am not an 
advoeate of free trade, and never have 
been. - 

‘*I do not believe in reforming the 
tariff by wholly abolishing it, and I 
am earnestly apposed to the attempt 
which is now being made in some 
quarters to undermine the sound and 
conservative position of the Demo- 
cratic party upon this question, and to 
commit it irrevocably to the doctrine 
of free trade. 

‘‘The men who are engaged in this 
effort. no matter how honest or sin- 
cere they may be in their individual 
convictions, have no right to longer 
masguerade as true Democrats while 
seeking to commit the party toa _ pol- 
icy which it has always distinc ly re- 
pudiated, and which if adopted must 
inevitably, in my judgment, affect in- 
jiriously the welfare of the country, 
and unfit the Democratic party for the 
maintenance of those wise principles 
of government of which it has for 
nearly a century been the proud and 
unvieldin representative. They 
greatly mistake public sentiment who 
assume to construe the revolution last 
autumn at the polls as a popular man- 
ifestation in favor of radical tariff leg- 
islation.

A Chinese Pi> at “Which. “as a Peculiar 


Manner of Growing. 
The sacred lily of China, a most pe- 


euliar plant in appearance and so ithed 
of srowth, is now extensively cultivated 
by many of the lovers of plants in 


Maine, says the Lewiston | Journal, the 


bulbs having been brought originally to 
this country by Chinese merchants do- 
ing business in San Francisco, and by

-“Phegrowth of the plant makes plain 


two facts: One, that it gathers solid ma- 
terial from the air and water, the other 
that it is nourished by picces of coal and 
small. stones without reducing the 
weight.
